Living up to every tradition 
of the United States Navy for 
courage and coolness in time 
of peril, the officers and men 
of the Destroyer Jacob Jone» 
gave a splendid account of 
themselves when this vessél 
was torpedoed and sunk by & 
German submarine. Command- 
er David Worth Bagley, who 
had command of the ship, 
gives unstinted praise to all his 
shipmates in the report of the 
sinking. The commanding of- 
ficer and Lieut. Norman Scott 
were in the chart house when 
the warning bell sounded at 
the sighting of a torpedo, 
There was no chance to steer 
clear of the torpedo, and it 
struck abreast a fuel tank, 
blowing off a portion of the 
deck and flooding three cum- 
partments. The ship sank 
rapidly. However, in thie brief 
time, with death imminent 
at every moment, Lieut. Seott 
turned off the steam from the 
fire-room to the engine room, 
then coming on deck fired the 
signal guns, in person, and 
accomplished heroic service in 
assisting the men, getting boats 
and rafts into the water and 
floating the splinter mats from 
the bridge to the sea. The

GET WAR CROSS. 


Verdun Heroes are Cited in 
French Orders of Day. 


They Rescue the Wounded in 
Face of Great Peril. 


Seleation de 
Relief Work Under Fire. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. FP.) 

PARIS, Feb. 16.—Six Americans 
in the automobile convoy service 
have been decorated by the French 
government with the war cross for 
their courage and devotion to duty 
at Verdun. They are commended 
in army orders as follows: 

“Bub-Lieutenant Gaston Raviss 
has made his section a unit of the 
first order, from which he obtains 
the maximum of results Always 
ready for active duty, he collabo- 
rated In the evacuation of wounded 
from the front in a difficult sectior 
304 in the Verdun sector— 
in December, 1917, and January, 
1918. 

“Lieut. Alan Kinsley (American 
Army) is a brave and distinguished 
officer, who, by the example he set, 
obtained the maximum results from 
his men at Hill 344. 

“Arthur Crosby, Robert Graf, 
John Fitzpatrick and Louis Timson, 
all drivers (American Army,) and 
very devoted, volunteered for all 
pertious missions. They have given 
proof of courage and coolness in ac- 
tively collaborating in the evacua- 
tion of wounded in a sone subject 
to repeated bombardments on the 
Verdun front in December, 1917.” 

BSALVATION LASSES ON LINE.

NEW YORK, Feb. 1¢6.—Four Sa!l- 
vation Army lasses, equipped like 
soldiers with gas masks, steel hel- 
mets and revolvers, have been ad- 
mitted to the actual battle front of 
the American Army in France and 
are carrying on relief work under 
fire, according to a cablegram re- 
ceived by Salvation Army headquar- 
ters here today. 

The young women are Ensign

OUS REMEDY FOR SHIP- 
YARD TROUBLES.

THE TIMES, Feb. “Every 
workman in the shipyards now on 
strike should be given forty-eight 
hours to return to work or be barred 
from work for the duration of the 
war,” sald Senator Calder of New 
York today in discussing the ship- 
yard strike in New York. 

“TIT am a Republican and I have 


limited | differed with President Wilson on 


many subjects, Put I believe he has 
courage and a backbone in times 
of danger. He should issue a proc- 
lamation to the laborers of the coun- 
try, especially those men in the ship- 
yards, and point out to them their 
duty during the war. He should 
eall on them to return to work at 
onee, and to those who falled to re- 
spond within two days he should bar 
the door to further employment dur- 
ing the war. 

“Shipbuilding men have told me 
that some of the emailer and less 
substantial ship contractors have 
encouraged these strikes. It seems 
preposterous, but the charge is 
made that every time a strike results 
in the men getting a dollar a day 
more in wages it brings the builders 
10 cents more a day, as ali the work 
is done on a cost-plus-a-percentage 
basis. If that is true, it is reprehen- 
sible in the extreme. — 

“While we have a member of the 
union -labor organization in the 
President's Cabinet as Secretary of 
Labor, I am sometimes inclined to 
think, in view of recent develop- 
ments, that the title should be 
changed to read ‘Secretary of Union 
Labor.’”

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Feb. 16.—Officia]

With Secretary Baker and Aasis- 
tant Secretary of War Crowell out 
of the city today. no verlfication 
could be obtained about the report. 
Brig.-Gen. Graves, acting Secretary 
of War denied any knowledge of the 
matter and Gen. Goethals disposed 
of the matter as idle gossip. 

It has been knowfh for some time 
that Secretary Baker planned to ge 
to France, but not for an extended 
stay. If the President intends to 
make him a member of the Ver- 
sailles Conference, officials in the 
confidence of Secretary Baker say 
they have heard nothing about it. 

It was explained by an official of 
the War Department that it would 
not be necessary to create a new po- 
sition for Gen. Goethals if the Presi- 
dent would desire him to act as Sec- 
retary of War, because the President 
has authority to designate any of- 
ficer to act in that capacity tempor- 
arily during the absence of the regu- 
lar Cabinet official. 

Another point made in the general 
discussion of the subject was that 
the administration bill pending in 
the Senate, giving President 
authority to transfer official func- 
tions would empower him to direct 
the acting Quartermaster-General 
to serve as Secretary of War tn the 
absence of any other authority for 
such an order.

The fire from the Germans in- 
creased until the air was alive with 
their bullets. It was the concen- 
trated fire which always precedes 
the rush to close quarters. The 
bilue-gray figures were already be- 
ginning to appear above the shell 
holea, their loose flapping uniforms 
and hideous gas masks giving them 
the appearance of demons, when 
suddenly into the smoke and murk 
of battle there dived a British air- 
plane.

SCORES OF DEAD. 

Little by little, however, the Ger- 
man supports came up, advaneing by 
short rushes over the open, reinforc- 
ing their comrades by twos and 
threes, in spite of British fire. Scores 
and y of their dead littered 
No Man's Land, but gradually the 
strength of the tacking line was 
made good, and shell holes 
again began to heave and boll, as 
men rose from the lower cover and 
laid hold of the rims to assist them 


out 
coalescing into a seething blue-gray, 
rushing mass, hopelessly outwetgh- 
ing the handful of British defend- 
ers. But before the mass could gain 
full momentum, a familiar snoring 
hum sounded above the din of bat- 
tle, and out of the low-lying haze 
swept the covering airplane, a new 
machine, but with the same pilot as 
before. His bombs dropped among 
the advancing Germans, dispersing 
those who escaped the fiying frag- 
ments, and his machine guns swept 
them out of sight into the shell 


CHARGE AGAIN. 


A half hour pasted, and again the

the Germans into cover again. A 
German airplane dashed down to 
drive him away. but another 
machine from the protecting patrol 
came down on the German's tail 
and sent him cartwheeling behind 
his own lines.

No bleoodhounds will be sent frem 
Southern California to assist in the 
capture of the slacker-outlaws. 
Sisson and the Powers brothers. now 
surrounded in the Chirichua Moun- 
talnms In Arizona. for the reason 
that, so far as known. there are no 
trained animals here. 

Sheriff Cline received a message 
yesterday from Willcox, Ariz., signed 
by Deputy Sheriff Moore, of Cochise 
county, stating that the outlawa, 
after killing Sheriff McBride and his 
two deputies, had made for the 
Chiri a -Mountains.

Those who close their bathrooms tight, be- 
fore using a heater, belong in the same 
category as “hayseeds” who blow out the 
gas. There are ilways plenty of fools, who 
must be protected against themselves. 

The ordinance provides that a vent pipe 
shall be installed, for the purpose of carry- 
img the deadly gases from the bathroom. 
When plumbers do the work the vent pipe 
generally is installed, but ail hardware deal.

The plan is one which has been sue- 
cessful in solving the labor problem 
of the sugar factory at Rocky Ford, 
Cole, and was introduced here by 
Frederkk Noble, thanager of the 
local factory. 


VEPNTURA.——With the bDirth of 
the Ventura farm bureau in 1914, 
the squirrel campaign was one of 
the first projects to be considered. 

The squirrels have always been a 
serious menance to crops in certain 
portions of the county. and for this 
reason & committee was appointed 
and the county divided inte districts. 
Purchases were made of quantities 
of strychnine, poisoned barley, gasses 
and other materials which are put up 


by the ent and which have 
been given out at cost to land own- 
ers. During the firat year of the 
campaign some 5000 gallons, or 
fourteen tons, of squirrel polsen 
was distributed and the fact that it 
Was sold at cost, saved the purchas- 
ing farmers $2900 as against the 
price of poison formerly sold here. 
This squirrel campaign has met 
with great success. Various esti- 
mates have been made as to the 
saving to the farmers in 4 year, these 
ranging from $50,000 to $200,000. 
The past season has been booked as 
a favorable one in the extermina- 
tion of the squirrel, due tothe sea- 
s0n.
